On the 18th of October, 1809, the Car- 


diff Giant was discovered on the farm of 
Win. 0. Newell, at Cardiff, Onondaga 
county, in this State, and since that time 
the "giant" has ailed a large space in »he 
public eye, and elicited more elaborate 
scientific commentary than anything which 
had ever, been nnearthed, at least in the 
vicinity of Syracuse. 
The descriptions, 


the scientific opinions, the minuh-analysis 
devoted to it are still treah in the minds of 
our readers. Gen. Leavenwonh said of it, 
"it has the marks of the ages stamped 
upon every limb and feature, in a manner 
which no art can imitate." 
Professors 


Woolwprth. and Hall decided in favor of 
its antiquity. Prof. Ward, of Rochester 
University, was bewildered by the spec- 
tacle it presented, and suggested "that all 
one s feelings persuaded to accepted it as 
a real human being, once instinct with 
life and activity, now a noble corpse " 
Prof. Olmsted said, "As a work of art, 
the Cardiff statue is perhaps a better em- 
bodiment of the intellectual and physical 
power of a rock-hurling Titan than any 
Italy possesses."

AT FORT DO»GE. 


I went in -with George Hull to Porfc

bought a quarry of gypsum in section No. 
1 and built a shanty. 
Remained there 


nix or eight weeX and finally found that 
in order to move the block for transporta- 
tion I should have to build three-quarters 
of a mile oi corduroy rotui, which -srotild 
cost too much money. 
I abandoned that 


qnarry and went over to section No. S, 
where the railroad waa getting out stone 
for their culvert and bridge abutments. I 
hired an Irishman named Miko Foley, to 
get out the block and paid him $13 for it. 
I then wanted to get it to Montana, in 
Boons county, a railroad station about 45 
miles distant, and let out the job for $75. 
The rough block must have weighed over , 
ten tons. Thi* jnan who took the job could j 
only get together 12 yoke of cattle ttnd had 
to give up the work.

The first thing ever published about the

Saley camo out and told a Chicago 
reporter about it, bufc ho did not get any- 
where near correct. 


THE IROS BOUND BOX. 


The affidavits showing tho mysterious 


novements of the * iron-bound bor from 
Jnion as f^r as Syracuse, on the Black 
Uivor canal, and up into the Black Kiver 
country, were all trumped up by Hull for

giant. They had to get the box by New- 
ell's farm or the humbug wonld be ex- 
ploded.
